DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 1-16, 19 and 20 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention/species, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 09/15/04. 

2. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, Species I in the reply filed on 
09/15/04 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that all reasonable 
methods of bonding are generic. This is not found persuasive because the recited 
species are both independent and distinct and, therefore, properly subjected to a 
restriction requirement. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 24.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
U.S. 5388363 issued to Smart. Smart discloses a laminated gunstock. Smart discloses 
a solid blank 18. The blank is three-dimensional so it necessarily defines three 
coordinate axes. The blank 18 is cut into four layers (laminates) 40, 42, 46, 48 (col. 2, 
II. 37-43). The layers have a length and a thickness that are parallel to two coordinate 
axes. The separate layers are then glued together (col. 2, II. 46-52). 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited on form PTO-892 are cited as of interest to 
show similar methods of fabricating elements of a firearm.
